tunatus, after two months departure 

from Alexandria, arrived at Cyprus,

on which the King ordered a bundred pieces of 
gold ro be given to the firſt Bringer of the news: 
and immediately went to meet Agrippina, great- 
ly re joycing that he had recovered her: Upon 
which occaſion he laimed a great fea(t 
throughout all the Kingdom, which was kepr 
with great rejoycing : In the midſt of which, an 
Ambaſſador came from us, of which the 
King having notice, cauſed him to be robly en- 
tertained, and tbe next day was introduced to 


bis audience, he being attended by many Nobles 


of Cyprus : When he came into the King's pre- 
ſence, he declared his ambaſſy, and delivered 
his Maſter's letters, ſhew ing, likewiſe, the young 
Prince picture, which grearly pleaſed the King 
and Queen; then was the picture ordered to be 
carried to Agrippina, as likewiſe the relation of 
what had paſſed ; the which, when ſhe beheld, 
ſhe, at firſt, with feigned modeſty, diſapproved 
of: but calling ro mind what Andolocia had ſaid, 
ſhe conſented : Then were the King's ſhips made 
ready, and a great number of noble Ladies ap- 
pointed to wait upon her in her voyage to Cyprus : 
when, taking leave of the King and her 
Father and Mother, ſhe departed, though not 
without ſome tears on all ſides; fo having a 
proſperons gale; within two months they landed 
in that Ifland : whereof notice being had, the 
King, his Queen, and all the Nobles of thar 
Kingdom, came ro welcome her on ſhoe with 
all manner ot muſick, and what ever could be 
invented to entertain one of ſuch noble Birth:

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hen did Fin Andolocia fo far prevailed, tbat he won the 
praiſe of all the Ladies and Gentlewomen, and 
was, by the Princeſs, Agrippina, often crown- 
ed with garlands; which raiied the envy of ma- 
ny great ones againſt him, inſomuch that two 
Earls, viz. the Earl of Lim/e, and the Earl of 
Armandalia, ſecretly conſpir d his death, be-
